The ideological revolution holds, as its intrinsic content, human remolding 


work to turn people into communist social beings and political work to 
promote the revolutionary fervor and initiative of working people. 
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If human remolding work aimed at revolutionizing and working classizing 
people and turning them into communist social beings is related to 
raising the independent position of the masses of working people, 
political work aimed at promoting the revolutionary fervor and initiative 
of working people is related to promoting the creative role of the 
masses of working people. In this context, the ideological revolution 
may be said to be work aimed at raising the position and role of the 
masses of working people. 


The position and role of the masses of working people who are the master 
of revolution and construction do not come to be raised spontaneously. 


Only through the revolutionary struggle to realize their independent 
stand and attitude can the masses of working people come to ceaselessly 
expand and constantly raise their independent position and creative role.

Even after the socialist system is established, outdated ideological 
dregs will still remain in people's heads and reactionary imperialist 
ideocultural infiltration will continue. Under such conditions, if 

all working people are to be made to acquit themselves fully of their 
responsibility and role as the master of the state and society, it is 
imperative to make them hold independent ideological consciousness and 
highly display their initiative, energetically launching the ideological 
revolution, i.e., human remolding work and political work. 


The ideological revolution is human remolding work to revolutionize and 
working classize all working people and turn them into chuche-oriented 
communist revolutionaries possessed of independent and creative stand 
and attitude. 


The ideological revolution is human remolding work because it is a 
task to turn people into communist social beings possessed of 
independent ideological consciousness. 


As the great leader taught, human remolding is essentially ideological 
remolding. 


The basics of remolding people into communist social beings are remolding 
their ideological consciousness.

Only if possessed 
of revolutio.ary ideologics 1 consciousness as a man born into the era 
of revolution can he devotedly struggle to protect and completely 
realize his independent stand and attitude, glorifying his political 
life the purity intact. The ve ue of man comes to be appraised never 
by money or thing but by the height of the ideological consciousness 
level he holds. 


Ideological consciousness not only determines the value and character 
of man but governs his activities as well. 


Ideological consciousness determines the direction and character of 
all activities of people, and is the decisive factor influencing their 
success. Away from ideological consciousness there can be no activity 
of people. The way people act takes different forms depending on the 
kind of ideological consciousness they hold. Away from ideological 
consciousness there can be no purposeful activity of social beings 

nor can the struggle be conducted to remake and transform nature and 
society. 


The activity of social beings is always prompted by a consciously set 
purpose, which is attained by the means and method they have chosen. 


The height of the ideological consciousness level held by people is 
expressed by how loyally they serve for the sake of the leader, for 
the sake of the party and the revolution. To put it another way, 

how great a role people play in revolution and construction comes 

to be determined by how high their ideological consciousness level is. 


He who holds a high consciousness and sense of responsibility as befits 
the master of revolution comes to display boundless devotion and 
initiative in the revolutionary struggle and construction tasks but 

he who lacks such qualities can display neither initiative nor 
enthusiasm. 
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Holding the ideological consciousness which thus governs all activities 
and influences the success or failure of them is where the inherent 
characteristic of a man as a social being is, where the raison d'etre 
of a man as an energetic being remaking and transforming nature and 
society is. Therefore, if his ideological consciousness is 
revolutionarily remolded, a man comes to be remolded into a communist 
social being. 


The remolding of people's ideological consciousness is generally 
achieved through the process of doing away with their old ideas and 
arming them with a new thought. Therefore, when we say remolding 
people‘s ideological consciousness, it means making the communist 
ideology firmly prevail in the realm of consciousness by uprooting 
the outdated capitalist ideas of the exploiting society and infusing 
a new revolutionary thought, the communist ideology, into them.

The question of the inherent characteristics of social beings which 
is of key import in elucidating the intrinsic nature of literature 
as an anthropology was reserved for the great chuche ideology to 
provide a flawless elucidation.

puts at the center of portrayal social beings whose basic attribute 

is independent stand and attitude, must necessarily put forward the 
guestion of independent social beings to suit the inherent demands of 

man. Only when literature puts forward the question of independent social 
beings as the basic question, can it correctly solve all human questions 
presented by life, to suit the demands of the great chuche ideology. 


Literature as an anthropology also holds it as its attribute to serve 
social beings. To say that literature serves social beings is to say 
that by elucidating through social beings and their life a human 
question of real and immediate significance, literature heuristically 
teaches people the truth of life, the truth of revolution and leads 
them along the road of true living, along the road of the revolutionary 
strugg.e. 


As the great leader taught, all revolutionary struggle is, in a word, 
struggle to cast off class or national enslavement, struggle of the 
masses of people to protect their independent stand and attitude.

When we say building a self-supporting national economy, it means 
building an economy basically capahle of filling one’s own country's 
material needs on one’s own, relying on one’s own country's resources 
and one's own technology, on the strength of one’s own national cadres 
and of one's own people. When an integrated economic system has been 
built where all the necessary production branches and material and 
technical elements are provided to the extent of being able to 
satisfy one's country's diverse needs on one’s own and when all 
branches are dovetailed like one organic body which moves on a 
self-supporting basis, it may be said that a self-supporting 1.tional 
economy has been completely built. 


Economic self-support is the material basis of political independence 
and independent stand and attitude. . 


Only if a self-supporting national economy is built, is it possibie 
to consolidate national independence, exercise national sovereignty, 
and substantively insure a truly independent and creative life for the 


people. 


Building a self-supporting national economy arose as an especially real 
and immediate question in our country in relation to the peculiarities 
of our revolution which came to take on an arduous and complex nature. 


Our country which, inheriting a backward, deformed colonial economy from 
the old society, came to carry out revolution and construction in a 
divided country in direct confrontation with the U.S. imperialist 
aggressors, had to build a self-supporting national economy in the 
shortest possible period of time in order to strengthen the revolutionary 
base in every possible way.

No matter what difficult barrier was encountered in building a self- 
Supporting national economy, our party always belived in the masses 
of people and, mobilizing the strength and wisdom of the masses, 
went on to overcome it. 


The method of mobilizing the broad masses in socialist construction 

is a revolutionary and positive method, a method capable of mobilizing 
all potentialities and possibilities and maximally hastening economic 
construction. 


Life shows that maximally mobilizing the revolutionary fervor and creative 

positivity of the masses of people is precisely where the secret of solidly 
laying the self-supporting foundation of a national economy in a very short 
period of time even in a country which was backward in bygone days is. 
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Also important in building a self-supporting national economy is laying 
down a correct strategy and tactical guideline for each period, each 
stage, and energetically leading the masses of people toward the 
realization. 


The struggle to build a self-supporting national economy is a very 
difficult and complex task, a task that can succeed only if the struggle 
is launched in the correct direction by correct ways under the tested 
leadership of the party. 


Correctly calculating the demands of the law of the postwar economic 
development of our country and realistic feasibilities, and creatively 
applying the theory of socialist expanded reproduction, our party laid 
down the basic economic development line for the priority growth of the 
heavy industry while simultaneously developing the light industry and 
agriculture. 


At the same time, precisely laying down scientific and revolutionary lines 
and guidelines such as the line for socialist industrialization and the 
guideline for simultaneously developing central industry and local 
industry, our party made it possible from the outset of postwar economic 
construction to lay economic foundations complete with branches for 
production of the means of production and consumer goods and to 
Simultaneously improve the standard of living for the people while 

paving the groundwork for industrialization. 


Of course under the postwar circumstances that everything was destroyed 
and everything was in short supply, it was a very complex and difficult 
task to quickly develop heavy and light industries and agriculture 
Simultaneously, lay economic foundations, and improve the standard 

of living for the people as well. 


Carrying through the economic construction line of the party was no 
smooth sailing by any means, and many bootlenecks and barriers stood 
in the way. 


Tightly grasping the economic construction line looking not only into 
the present but the distant future as well to suit the demands of the 
revolution and the basic interest of the people, our party did not 
budge one step from the road it chose. 


Because our people, loyally upholding the sagacious leadership of the 
great leader Comrade Kim Il-song and tightening their belts under the 
banner of self-reliance, fought with their backs to the wall conserving 
every penny and thoroughly carried through the economic construction 

line and guideline of the party, it was possible to lay solid foundations 
for a self-supporting economy in a short period of time after the war 

and to successfully solve the question of people's consciousness level 

as well. 
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Our experience shows that only if, with the revolutionary principle of 
self-reliance tightly grasped, economic construction is pushed as an 
all-out mass movement, and a correct economic construction guideline 
capable of quickly developing heavy and light industries and agriculture 
is laid down and energetically carried through, is it possible to most 
admirably build a self-supporting national economy in the shortest 
possible time.

In building a self-supporting national economy our party made an input 
of effort into building a many-sided economy developing based on our 
own raw materials and modern technology. 


To this end, our party energetically launched the struggle above all to 
do away with the colonial lopsidedness of the economy and establish a 
many-sided economic structure. 


Only if many~-sidedness and integrity is insured in production structure 
complete with all branches of the people's economy such as heavy and 
light industries and agriculture, is it possible to independently conduct 
expanded reproduction and satisfactorily fill the needs of the people 

of the country with one’s own production. 


If the people's economy is to be developed in many~sided ways, it is 
imperative to establish new industrial branches, new factories and 
ei.terprises on a grand scale. What is of principled import in this 
connection is correctly calculating on a comprehensive basis the 
immediate interests and prospective interests, the interests of 
individual enterprises and the interests in terms of the people's 
economy. Only then is it possible to prevent in advance a possible 
tilting in developing the people's economy in many-sided ways. 


If new branches, new factories are not built solely on the ground of 

some “production tradition,” “natural economic advantage” or “revenue 
prospects,” then it will be forever impossible to build a self-supporting 
economy developed in many-sided ways. 


Our party, holding the principle of insuring the economic self-support 
of the country as the basics through and through, went on to achieve 
the many-sided development of the economy, establishing new economic 
branches and building factories. 


To establish one’s own powerful heavy industry base, developing the heavy 
industry with priority, constitutes the basis of developing the people's 
economy in many-sided ways. The development of the heavy industry whose 
core is the machine-building industry constitutes the basic guarantee 

for ceaselessly developing all branches of the people's economy such as 
the light industry, agricilture, and transport, equipping them with 
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modern technological provisions. In particular, the heavy industry is 
a solid material foundation for the enrichment, strengthening, and 
development of the country and as such, without it a self-supporting 
national economy is unthinkable nor can national defense power be 
strengthened. Therefore, to develop the heavy industry with priority 
becomes a firm principle in socialist economic construction. 


In building the heavy industry base our party has tightly maintained the 
line for building our own solid heavy industry base capable of developing 
mainly relying on domestic natural resources and domestic sources of raw 
materials, equipped with new technological provisions, and of basically 
producing and supplying domestically the supplies, raw materials, fuels, 
power, and mechanical facilities needed by the people's economy. 


In order to build our own solid heavy industry base, our party strove 
to rehabilitate, improve, and expand the few existing heavy industry 
factories and at the same time, to build new branches and factories 
in large numbers, which did not exist previously in our country. 


What arose especially important in carrying through the line of the 
party for building the heavy industry was correctly linking the 
development of the heavy industry with the de vwlopment of the light 
industry and agriculture. This question was solved by a creative 
guideline for building a heavy industry not for the sake of a heavy 
industry but a heavy industry capable of effectively serving in 
developing the light industry and agriculture and in improving the 
standard of living for the people. 


In accordance with the line for building a self-supporting and modern 
heavy industry, our party made an input of great effort into developing 
the machine-building industry which is the core and basis of the heavy 
industry. 


In order to establish a machine~building industry developed in an 
integrated way, effort was first focused on developing the machine 

tool industry, the parent body of the machine industry, on the one hand, 
and factories were organized to produce the extracting machinery needed 
for tapping underground resources and the mechanical facilities for 
developing the light industry, agriculture, fishing industry, and 
transport and construction industries, and gradually factories were 
organized to produce plant facilities for metal and chemical plants 

and power generating facilities. 


Our machine-building industry began first with producing simple fittings, 
medium and small mechanical facilities and gradually moved over to 
produce large-size and precision mechanical facilities, and then 
developed onto the stage of producing and supplying wodern large-size 
plant facilities i« an integrated way. 
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Along with the machine-building industry, the party also made an input 
of great effort into developing in an integrated way key heavy industry 
branches such as the metal, chemical, electric power, extracting, and 
building materials industries. 


To organize a modern light industry base along with a heavy industry base 
is the basic demand for a many-sided development of the people's economy. 
Only if one’s own light industry base is established, is it possible 

to insure the many-sidedness of industrial production structure and 
satisfactorily fill the needs of the people for diverse quality consumer 
goods. 


In order to satisfactorily fill the needs of the people for popular 
consumer goods, our party above all directed effort at building a 
large-scale central light industry. This was of very great import 

in creating the backbone of a light industry in our country which 
practically had no foundation of it, and in organizing our own solid 
people's consumer goods production base equipped with modern technological 
provisions. 


Important as it was, in light of the economic situation of the country 
it was impossible to build many large-size light industry factories 
all a* once and again, relying on them alone, it was impossible to 
guickly do away with the backwardness of the light industry and 
satisfactorily fill the daily growing demands for people‘s consumer 
goods. 


In view of tiuis, along with developing a large-scale central industry, 
our party made an input of great effort into developing in parallel 
medium- and small-scale local industries. 


Throughout the period of building a self-supporting national economy, 

the party paid keen attention to developing local industries. In particular, 
what became a turning point for an epochal turnaround in developing local 
industries was the plenary meeting of the Central Committee of our party 

in June 1958. As a result of the struggle dynamically launched to 

carry through the decision of the plenary meeting, it was possible to 

build many medium and small local industry factories everywhere in the 
country in a short period of time. 


To develop medium and small local industries was a rational way capable 
of comparatively handily organizing production with local raw materials 
and supplies to suit the technical and economic characteristics of the 
production of consumer goods for filling the needs of inhabitants 
everywhere in the country. 


Experience shows that for the light industry branch, in light of its 
economic and technical characteristics, it is generally rational to 
develop large-scale factories and medium and small factories in parallel, 








and that in particular, to build in large numbers local factories whose 
technology is comparatively simple and whose scale is small is an 
effective way of increasing the production of consumer goods and 
quickly developing industry in general in backward countries. 


In developing the economy in many-sided ways it is also important to 
achieve self-sufficiency in food and establish an advanced rural economy 
capable of adequately supplying agricultural raw materials. As long 

as one relies on others in solving the question of food, unable to 
achieve self-sufficiency, it is impossible to achieve economic 
self-support. 


In order to satisfy on our own the domestic needs for raw materials 

and food, our party made an input of great effort into quickly increasing 
agricultural production and laying material and technical foundations 

for its future development. 


To this end, in accordance with the mature postwar demands of the 
developing revolution, the party energetically pushed ahead with the 
task of completing agricultural cooperatization ahead of technical 
improvement and of solidly consolidating the material and technical 
foundations of agricultural production, relying on the aid of the 
rapidly developing industry and the superiority of the socialist 
rural economic system. 


In particular, our party, defining it as the basic task of the rural 
technical revolution to achieve the introduction of irrigation, 
mechanization, electrification, and chemicalization, began with the 
introduction of irrigation. 


Immediately following liberation, our party had made an input of 
great effort into the introduction of irrigation, and in the postwar 
period, appropriating large state funds, energetically launched the 
Mother Nature remaking task as an all-peoplie movement for the 
introduction of irrigation. Thus in our country, the introduction 
of irrigation to wet paddy fields has been completed, and the 
irrigation of dry fields too basically completed. 


Along with the introduction of irrigation, the task of electrification, 
mechanizatior and chemicalization was carried out on a grand scale. 

In our country, electrification was completed long ago, and 
comprehensive mechanization and chemicalization are being pushed on a 
full scale. 


Our party, based on the powerful material and technical foundations of 
the rural economy, eliminated the colonial lopsidedness of bygone 
days for grain production alone, and strove to simultaneously develop 
in many-sSided ways all branches of agricultural production such as 
industrial crops, livestock, fruits, vegetables, and cocoons. 
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Thus with the establishment of a powerful heavy industry base with the 
machine industry as the core and of a modern light industry base, and 
with the establishment of an advanced rural economic system capable of 
satisfying on our own the needs for food and agricultural raw materials, 
a many-sided and integrated production structure of the economy came to 
be established in our country. 


To organize one's own solid raw materials base is one of the important 
questions arising in building a self-supporting national economy. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


"In order to insure the self-supporting character of the economy, it is 
imperative to build industry basically relying on one's own raw materials.” 
(“On the Task of Social Sciences,” p 231) 


Without establishing and strengthening one's own raw materials base it is 
possible neither to positively tap and rationally utilize abundant 
domestic resources nor to insure the normalization of industrial 
production and its many-sided development. 


Today this question arises as a matter of great importance in light of 
the fact that the needs for raw materials and fuels are drastically 
increasing in all countries. Especially under conditions that serious 
Si.ortages of raw materials and fuels are being experienced worldwide, 
it arises as a task of very real and immediate urgency for each country 
to resolve raw materials on its own. 


In building and developing a raw materials base, various factors such 

as the state of natural resources of the country, the developmental 
standard of science and technology, and the socioeconomic system operate. 
What exerts the decisive influence in this connection is the socioeconomic 
system. 


The socialist country taps resources with a foresight with the state 
tightly grasping the national natural resources in a unified way, and 
develops the production of raw materials on a planned basis to suit 
the demands for the development of its industry. 


The state of natural resources in building one's own raw materials base 
constitutes a material precondition. A country whose natural resources 
are limited may find it more difficult and bactbreaking to build its 
Own raw materials base than a country whose natural resources are 
abundant. But it does not necessarily mean that a country just because 
it has little resources cannot resolve the question of raw materials 

on its own or cannot build a self-supporting national economy. 


The natural resources of each country are not unalterably fixed. Every 
country has no small amount of resources to a greater or lesser degree 
which still remains hidden that can be searched out and developed. 
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The limited nature of resources in build ng one's own raw materials base 
can also be overcome to a considerable extent by developing science and 
technology. Developing science and technology opens up a new broad 

road to the solution of the question of raw materials. As in step with 
rapidly developing science and technology new raw materials such as 
synthetic materials are created and substitute materials are widely 
introduced, the scope of utilization of resources is being constantly 
widened. If such possibilities are correctly utilized, a country 

can go on to solidly mild its raw materials base to suit the conditions 
of natural resources of the country. 


In order to satisfy the rapidly growing industrial needs for raw materials 
on our own, our party made an input of great effort into continually 
developing the extractive industry which produces natural raw materials 
and at the same time, into building previously nonexistent production 
bases of raw matterials for processing and of chemical raw materials. 


Today we are in a position to satisfy the rapidly growing needs of the 
people's economy for raw materials, fuels, and power, basically based 
on our own bases of raw materials, fuels, and power. 


To say to develop the economy based on our own raw materials base is not 
not to say to insure all raw materials with our own production. We are 
insuring through and through with our own production what is basic, what 
is needed in quantity while resolving through trade with other countries 
by means of filling each other's needs what is needed less or 

raw materials which we are still unable to produce. 


We are confident through our own practical experience that if we 
maximally tap and effectively use the resources of our country, 
displaying the revolutionary spirit of self-reliance and utilizing 
the latest advances in science and technology, we can insure with our 
own production an overwhelming portion of the raw materials needed 
for industrial development. 


To hasten the technical revolution and firmly put all branches of the 
people's economy on a foundation of science and technology is one of 
the basic questions that must necessarily be solved in building a 
self-supporting national economy. 


The respected and beloved leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


“Without eliminating the technical backwardness of our people's economy, 
it is impossible either to sdolidly consolidate the technical foundation 
of the national eonomy or to transform our country iato an advanced 
industrial-agricultural state." ("On Work With the Youth and the Task 
of Socialist Working Youth League,” Vol 1, p 267) 


The building of a developed self-supporting national economy presupposes 
equipping all branches of the people's economy with modern technological

provisions. Only if the people’s economy is equipped with the latest 
technological provisions, is it possible to solidly lay the material 
and technical foundations of socialism and firmly insure the economic 
and technological self-support of the country. 


Moreover, in order to build a self-supporting national economy in 
backward agricultural countries like ours which did not go through the 
normal developmental stages of capitalism, it arises as an especially 
important task to thoroughly carry out the technical revolution. 


Laying down the technical revolution in the socialist society as a lofty 
revolutionary task to liberate from backbreaking labor the working 
people already liberated from exploitation and exploitation, realize 
complete equality in labor life, produce still greater material wealth, 
and insure an affluent, civilized life for the people, our party 
defined it, the technical revolution, as an important struggle task that 
must necessarily be carried out throughout socialist and communist 
construction. 


In order to successfully carry out the technical revolution, our party 
saw to it that science and technology be devwloped first fimrly from 
the chuche-oriented stand to suit the demands of our revolution. 


To develop technology to suit the specific comiitions of one's country, 
t.rmly establishing chuche in science and techn>logy, constitutes the 
decisive guarantee for successfully carrying out the technical revolution. 
Firmly establishing chuche in developing science and technology, our 
party made the scientists and technicians highly display their initiative 
and talent, and strove to quickly build a self-supporting national 

€ «onomy, relying on our country's resources, on our technology. And 
while putting the primary emphasis on solving the real and immediate 
scientific and technological questions in building a self-supporting 
national economy, the party adopted the achievements scored and 
experiences gained by other countries in science and technology, to suit 
the demands of the developing economy of our country. 


Again, by the method of positively mobilizing the masses and maximally 
promoting their initiative, our party strove to expedite the technical 
revolution. 


In order to widely launch the mass technical innovation movement, 

we gave priority to the ideological revolution and strove to push 
ahead with the technical revolution, linking it to the cultural 
revolution and, eliminating technological mysticism, passivity, and 
conservatism, made the masses boldly think,boldly practice for the 
sake of technical innovation. At the same time, guarding against the 
tilting of ignoring or belittling science and technology, we made the 
workers, scientists, and technicians strengthen their creative 
cooperation in technical development. 








Our party also strove to have the technical revolution carried out in 
proper sequence. 


For the countries which used to be technically and economically backward 
in bygone days to eliminate the technical backwardness of the economy 
and firmly put all branches on a foundation of the latest technology is 
a very enormous and difficult revolutionary task which must be carried 
out over a long period of time. In view of this, it is important to 
correctly set the stages of technical revolution to suit the demands 

of the law of developing technology and the developmental standard of 
the national economy and to precisely define the task that must be 
carried out in each stage. 


By starting f.-m the developmental level of our country’s economy and 
existing conditions, by first defining the period of the Five-Year Plan 

as the first stage in technical improvement, and by paving during this 
period the groundwork for socialist industrialization, our party laid 

down the task to create the material and technical conditions capable 

of equipping all branches of the people's economy with modern technological 
provisions in the future. 


During the Seven-Year Plan, the stage next to technical improvement, 

the party strove to comprehensively realize technical improvement in all 
branches of the people's economy. The task of this stage was to further 
strengthen the technological provisions of the heavy industry itself 
and at the same time, with the powerful aid of the heavy industry, to 
put all branches of the peole's economy including the rural economy 

on a foundation of the latest technology. 


Moving the technical revolution forward onto a new higher stage after 
completing the tasks of technical improvement and industrialization, 
our party laid down a unique technical revolution guideline for carryig 
out the three major tasks of technical revolution. 


Today when we have come a long way in carrying out the three major tasks 
of technical revolution, our party, while continuing to energetically 

push ahead with the tasks, laid down the guideline for the chuche-ization, 
modernization, and scientization of the people's economy and is dynamically 
Struggling for the realization. 


Thus as a result of the technical revolution energetically pushed, the 
historically inherited technical and economic backwardness has been 
completely liquidated, and all branches of the people's economy came to 
firmly stand on a foundation of modern technology.

One of the acute questions arising in building a self<-suppor*ing national 


economy is correctly resolving the funds and technical personnel 
needed in economic construction. 
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The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


“To us, funds were limited, raw materials and supplies were in short 
supply, and so was the technical force.“ ("Kim Il-song Selected Works,” 
Vol 5, 2d impression, p 425) 


In the countries which used to be colonial agricultural states in bygone 
Gays, one of the biggest barriers the people come to encounter in 
building a new society after coming to power ie how to solve the 
question of enormous funds needed in building a self-supporting 

national economy. 


In particular, in our country this question arose as a very acute one. 


Under the Japanese imperialist colonial rule the economy was very backward 
and as even this economy was severely destroyed by the war, to us the 
source of funds needed in building a self-supporting national economy 

was very limited. Moreover, the revolutionary situation created in 

our country called for directing great effort to economic construction 
and at the same time, to national defense construction. This created 

a big barrier in solving the question of funds. 


But, determined to solve the question of funds with its own strength 
with the revolutionary banner of self-reliance held high, whatever the 
iifficulty and barrier, the party sagaciously led our people. 


In order to solve with its own strength the question of funds needed 
in building a self-supporting national economy, our party first of all 
laid down the guideline for ceaselessly increasing accumulation in the 
country. 


Our party could not afford to heedlessly move in the direction of spending 
all the earnings without putting some of them aside for accumulation, 

and had to ceaselessly increase the accumulation for the sake of tomorrow, 
for the sake of the prosperity of our country, for the sake of building 

a self-supporting national economy. 


A question significantly arising in this connection was correctly 
setting the balance of accumualtion and consumption. 


On the basis of ceaselessly increasing accumulation with priority in 
rationally adjusting the balance of accumulation and consumption, our 

party tightly beld the principle of quickly increasing consumption at 

the same time. The tight holding of such principle made it possihle to 
overcome the tilting of overemphasizing either of accumulation and 
consumption and, closely combining together the paving of an economic 
foundation, improvement of the standard of living for the people, the 
future interests and immediate interests of socialist economic construction, 
to satisfactorily resolve on its own the funds needed in building a 
self-supporting national economy. 
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What is of the decisive significance in the way of solving the question 
of funds for the building of a self-supporting national economy is 
ceaselessly increasing the internal accumulation of the people's economy. 


Our party strove to solve the question of funds with primary emphasis 
on increasing the internal accumulation of industry, the leading branch 


of the people's economy. 


It goes without saying that in the countries which used to be agricultural 
states in bygone days like ours, the internal accumulation of industry 

is not big until the groundwork is paved for industry, and a large portion 
of national income comes to be earned in the agricultural branch. Under 
such conditions, our party for a while had to earn in the rural areas 
certain portions of the funds needed in socialist industrialization. 


But our party, once the groundwork was paved for socialist industrialization, 
changed the direction so as to make industry help agriculture. From that 
time on, our party strove to insure the funds for industrialization 

entirely from the internal accumulation of industry itself. The measure 
taken for making industry extend economic aid to agriculture while taking 
care of its financing entirely on its own represents a new experience 

in solving the question of funds needed for the industrialization of 

the country and for simultaneously realizing technical improvement of 


the people*s economy including the rural economy. 


In solving with its own strength the question of funds required in 
building a self-supporting national economy, our party attached great 
importance to promoting the creative fervor of the masses of people, 
carrying through the revolutioanry mass line and to maximally mobilizing 
the internal potential and possibilities. The struggle for “maximal 
production increase and conservation” launched as an all-out mass 
movement in our country is a living example of having solved the question 
of funds by means of mobilizing the internal potential, relying on 

the strength of the masses. 


In solving the question of funds our party also paid keen attention to 
increasing the internal accumulation and at the same time, to effectivwly 
utilizing the accumulated funds. 


Our party strove to give priority to productive construction over 
nonproductive construction and even in productive construction, to 

invest greater funds in heavy industry construction. And even in the 
heavy industry, our party focused funds on heavy industry construction 
capable of effectively serving the light industry and agriculture and 
improvement of the standard of living for the people. At the same time, 
in order to enhance the economic efficacy of investments in capital 
construction, our party rationally combined rehabilitation and reconstruc- 
tion and new construction to suit the specific conditions of each stage 
of economic construction and, correctly setting the sequence of 








construction, intensively invested funds in the central link without 

fragmenting capital construction investments. Thus in our country it 
was possible to satis.actorily solve the question of funds which acutely / 
arose in building a self-supporting national economy. 


Our experience has shown that if the domestic accumulation is 
ceaselessly increased, all potentialities and potentials are 

mobilized to the hilt relying on the strength of the masses, and 

the accumulated funds are rationally utilized, even a backward country 
can solve with its own strength the question of funds needed in building 
a self-supporting national economy. 


In order to build a self-supporting national economy, it is also 
imperative to solidly organize one’s own national cadre ranks. Only 
by bringing up one’s own national technical cadres is it possible to 
solve with one’s own strength the scientific and technical questions 
arising in the course of building a self-supporting national economy to 
suit the specific conditions of one’s country and to manage and operate 
with one’s own strength the factories and enterprises equipped with 
modern technological provisions. 


Our country, which was under the Japanese imperialist colonial rule in 
bygone days, ran very much short of national technical cadres immediately 
after liberation. This was one of the greatest barriers standing in the 
way ot building a self-supporting national economy and a new society. 


Laying down the wise guideline for putting primary emphasis on domestically 
solving with our own strength the question of national technical cadres 
which arose acutely in building a self-supporting national economy. our 
party thoroughly carried it through. Only if national cadres are 

brought up with one's own strength, is it possible to bring up in 

large numbers within a short time technical personnel who are familiar 
with their country's specific conditions and who have firmly established 
their chuche-oriented stand, and to keep the task of training technical 
personnel abreast of the rapid development of the people's economy 

and s aence and technology. 


In solving the question of national technical cadres with our own 
strength, our party laid down the guideline for indoctrinating and 
remolding longtime intellectuals and at the same time, bringing up 
in large numbers new intellectuals with working people's backgrounds. 


The respected and beloved leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


"In consideration of the important role intellectuals play in revolution 
and construction, our party from the first day of its founding has stead- 
fastly endeavored to bring up in large numbers new intwllectuals with 
working people‘s backgrounds, on the one hand, and to indoctrinate and 
remold longtime intellectuals.” ("Kim Il-song Selected Works,” Vol 4, 

2d impression, p 371) 
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To indoctrinate and remold longtime intellectuals and positively draw 

them into building a new society is of great significance in strengtheninc 
the revolutionary force and building the economy and culture in our country 
which under the colonial enslavement did not have its own national 
technical cadres. 


Our party from the first day of its founding has adopted the guideline 
for positively drawing longtime intellectuals into building a new society 
and indoctrinating and remolding them into intellectuals serving the 


working people. 


An absolute majority of the longtime intellectuals, infinitely inspired 
by the guideline of our party laid down by the great leader, positively 
participated in the revolutionary struggle and construction tasks on the 
side of the people following liberation.

The great leader Co=srade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


“The struggle for democratic right and freedom can be victorious only 
when it develops into a mass struggle embracing al! the revolutionary 
forces of south Korea and a)l the forces opposed to the military 
fascist dictatorship.” ("Kim Il-song Selected Works,” Vol 4, 

2¢ impression, p 392) 


Por the broad people of all strata to vigorously launch into the 
struggle acainst the fascist dictatorship in south Korea is an important 
guarantee for realizing the democratization of the south Korean society. 


In particular, under conditions that U.S. imperialism and its lackeys, 
setting an unprecedentedly enormous force of suppression in motion, 
are ruthtiessly suppressing the patriotic struggle of the south Korean 
people, it arises as an even more real and immediate question that the 
broad masses should launch into the struggle. 


Today in south Korea, broad people of all strata such as workers, 

peasants, the youth and students, intellectuais, and a) progressive 
political parties and social organizations, and the press and 

publishing organs are becoming the target of fascist suppression. 

This constitutes an objective condition capable of popularizing the 
democratization strucgle in south Korea. Nevertheless, the democratization 
struggle in south Aorea in the past period did rot go far enough in 

many cases to get out of the framework of struggle of the youth and 
students and failed to score its descrv1d success. 


But today the situation is changing. 


Being embraced in the ranks of the antifascist democratization struggle 
in south Korea are not only the youth and students but broad classes 
and strata indeed such as personalities of the press, inte lectuals, 
religious personalities, university and college professors, «ven 
personalitie:. of the judicial circles, and ¢,'\.sition political forces. 


The struggle of personalities of the press that bega:. with the struggle 
of reporters of the TONGA ILBO, CHOSON ILBO, and TONGA PANGSONG, 
quickly spreading to wide areas, is expanding into a miss struggle. 


Reporters driven out of the newspapers by an improper maneuvering of 
the south Korean authori'ies, forming orcanizations such as the 
“Tong. ilbo Struggle Comittee to Defend rreedom of the Press” and 
"“Choson Ilbo Struggie Committee to Defend Freedom of the Press,” 
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launched a resolute struggle against the fascist dictatorship of 
“revitalization,” and those reporters still on active duty are also 
launching a struggle of slidarity in positive support of them. 


In response to the struggle of south Korean {°:;5°.alities of the press, 

a large number of univerity and college prof=ss urs are also joining the 
ranks. Even though the south Korean university and college professors 

were disaffected by the bestial suppression of the south Korean authorities 
in the past period, they hesitated to rise up in the struggle against 

the scoundrels. But today, no longer able to sit idely by and watch 

the daily worsening tyrannical suppression atrocity of the scoundrels, 

they are rising up in frontal confrontation. 


Following the professors of Chonnam University who in June of last year 
rose up in the struggle against the "National Education Charter" of the 
south Korean authorities, more and more university and college professors 
with each passing day are joining the ranks of the struggle for democratic 
freedom and right. 


Some 500 professors driven out of their universities and colleges by 

an improper action of the south Korran authorities, forming organizations 
such as the “Conference of Dismissed Professors," are launching the 
struggle against the puppet authorities with an extraordinary preparedness 
and determination to carry the fight to the end. 


The struggle of personalities of the press and university and college 
professors for democratic freedom and right bespeaks well that the 
south Korean people of all strata are being ever more politically 
av'akened and that by their practical action, they are resolutely 
resisting the vicious fascist dictatorship. Their struggle is 
energetically inspiring the antifascist democratization struggle 

of the south Korean people. 


In the ant? fascist democratization struggle under way in south Korea 
religious personalities are also positively participating. 


In the past period, religious personalities failed to positively 
launch into the struggle, on the ground that they must look away from 
the realities. But, no longer able to freely practice their religion 
amid the fascist suppression of the south Korean ruling circles, south 
Korean religious personaiities came to feel acutely that if they 
continued to live the way as they did, they would eventua)7y become a 
sacrificial lamb for the scoundrels, and are now join..ng the 
antifascist democratization struggle of the south Korean pecole. 


The religious personalities, holding various religious rites such as 
“prayer meeting” everywhere in south Korea, are earnestly praying 
“for the downfall of the dictatorship of "revitalization" at the 
earliest possible date and moreover, are collectively launching 
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into a mass demonstration struggle against the south Korean puj et gang. 
A graphic instance of this is provided by the demonstration str jigle 
launched in Chonju last year by some 500 devotees with the slogans 

“Pak regime, step down!” and “down with the dictatorship of 
revitalizaticn!”" 


The fact that even the religious personalities who did not dare speak 
out, idly sitting by and watching the grim realities of the south 

Korean society, are now vigorously launching into the struggle, going 
beyond their religious tenet and getting out of its confines, eloquently 
shows that the antifascist democratization struggle of the south Korean 
people is being daily expanded and strengthened with a fresh upsurge. 


The opposition political forces, too, are coming out to join the struggle 
for the democratization of the south Forean society. 


Widely participating in this struggle are even a former puppet president, 
a “presidential” candidate, and those who used to hold key positions 
in the puppet power apparatus in bygone days. 


In particular, in the recent period south Korean opposition political 
parties such as the New Democratic Party are positively coming out to 
struggle for the democratization of society. 


The New Dem cratic Party openly demanded at the puppet National 
Assembly last July that the “revitalization constitution" underpinning 
the present one-man fascist rule be abrogated, that the “emergency 
decrees" be rescinded, that the Republican Party step down from 
political power, and is continuing to resolutely launch the struggle 
for the democratization of society against the fascist dictators. 


The popular antifascist democratization struggle of the south Korean 
people is dealing telling blows to the Pak Chong-hui puppet gang 

who are desperately trying to prolong their urgly life if one day 

longer by resorting to the most vicious fascist rule, and is driving the 
scoundrels into the corner trembling with great unease and fear. 

The realities developing in south Korea bespeak that the Pak Chong-hui 
puppet gang are being more and more isolated from the broad masses 

and that they are faced with an irretrievable crisis. 


Another important characteristic emerging in the struggle of the south 
Korean people to realize the democratization of society against the 
fascist dictatorship is that this struggle is getting more organized. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


“South Korean people of all strata must launch a popular common struggle 
with united strength to win politiclal freedom and right." (Ibid., p 392) 
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To achieve unity among different strata in the antifascist democratization 
struggle constitutes an important condition for winning victory, crushing 
the fascist dictatorship of "revitalization." 


The antifascist democratization struggle of the south Korean people 

is a fron. il struggle against the fascist dictatorship possessed of 

a powerful force of suppression. With scattered, fragmented attacks 

in the confrontation against the most vicious and tyrannical fascist 
dictatorship, it is absolutely impossible to expect victory. When all 
forces capable of union are solidly united into one political force, it is 
possible to thoroughly isolate the reactionaries, insure an overwhelming 
superiority of the democratic forces against them, and win victory in 

the struggle. 


That the broad masses of people of all strata in south Korea have a 
common interest at stake in crushing the fascist dictatorship and that 
they are actually launching into the democratization struggle constitutes 
a favorable condition capable of uniting the south Korean democratic 
forces into one organized force. 


Recently, in the democratization struggle of the south Korean people 
is significantly emerging a move among the struggle forces of all 
strata to unite and collectively resist, overcoming in large measure 
the fragmented, scattered nature of the past period. 





This can be seen in the antifascist democratization movement where a 
large number of various struggle organizations are formed and a union 
is being achieved among them. 


Last year in south Korea, the “National Union of Democracy” was formed 
following the formation of many struggle organizations such as the 
"Con’erence of Human Rights Movement of the Republic of Korea." 


The "National Union of Democracy" embraced 12 struggle organizations and 
some 500 representatives of all strata. This organization advocated 

in its struggle program to launch "a mass struggle based on a great 
antifascist democratic national union" with a view to overthrowing the 
dictatorship of "revitalization," to build a national self-supporting 
economy against the subordinate economy, to realize a peaceful 
reunification of the fatherland based on the principle of great 

national unity. 


The "National Union for Democracy and National Reunification" newly 
formed this year, is a body that has merged, expanded, and revamped 

the earlier “National Union of Democracy" and "National Conference for 
Restoration of Democracy" to meet the demands of a new situation wherein 
‘the reunification trend is rapidly rising in south Korea. 


This organization enunciated in its founding declaration the character 
of the organization as "the representative organ of the entire 
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democratic camp which believes that only by the restoration of 
democracy is it possible to achieve national reunification,” and 
pledged to “resolutely and persistently continue to struggle, unafraid 
of whate. ¢ sacrifice, until the peaceful reunification of the 
fatherland is achieved, let alone the restoration of democracy." 


The fact that in south Korea where fascist suppression is rampant, 
“National Union for Democracy and National Reunification" has been 
formed and is active, eloquently shows that the process of the 
organizing of the democratization struggle cf the south Korean people 
is deepening and developing. 


The move to turn the antifascist democratization struggle into an 
organized struggle is also seen in a series of struggles recently 
launched by south Korean democratic forces. 


An actual instance of this is the popular struggle of the south Korean 
youth and students against the fascist dictatorship of “revitalization” 
in recent years. 


Seoul University students, as previously announced, held a “united 
rally of citizens and students" at the Keanghwamun intersection of the 
city, and many citizens of all strata such as the youth and students, 
religious personalities, personalities of the press, and intellectuals 
participated in the rally. That under the stringent surveillance of 
special agents and reactionary military and police, not one or two 
people but some 3,000-4,000 students and citizens launched a collective 
struggle, gathering at one place at the same time, is something 
difficult to pull off without organized strength underpinning it. 


So was the struggle of the people of all strata in south Korea launched 
at the time scoundrel Carter came to visit south Korea this last June. 


The south Korean people of all strata such as the youth and students, 
democratic personalities, religious personalities, and opposition 
politicians unanimously launched into a united struggle, lighting 

the fire of opposition to Carter's visit in south Korea and the 

human rights suppression of the south Korean puppet gang. This 

shows that the struggle of the south Korean people vf all strata is 
gradually getting united organizationally, kzceping step. 


Some time ago the New Democratic Party and Democratic Unification Party 
in south Korea decided to merge with a view to launching a united 
struggle for the democratization of society against the Pak Chong-hui 
puppet gang. The action to merge the New Democratic Party and 
Democratic Unification Party in south Korea represents a positive 

move to thoroughly isolate the fascist dictatorship force and strengthen 
the democratic forces. 
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Thus recently the democratization struggle of the south Korean people 
is moving toward a united struggle, more and more united with each 
passing day as an organized force. 


That in south Korea the struggle of the workers is being strengthened 
more than at any time and that it is being conducted in close linkage 
with the struggle of the people of all strata in south Korea is 
becoming a still another important new characteristic emerging 

in the antifascist democratization struggle of south Korean 


people. 


One of the major factors responsible for the failure of the 
democratization movement, which was steadfastly launched in south Korea 
in bygone days, to reach its deserved high level on its arduous road 
lay in the fact that the struggle of the workers was weak and that 

the labor movement and the struggle of the people of all strata were 
not conducted in close combination. 


Essentially, the south Korean working class was inexperienced and 
moreover, the suppression of the fascist ruling circles was severe 
and the scoundrels had been cunningly maneuvering to destroy the 
labor movement, setting in motion a kept labor organization like the 
"ROK Federation of Labor." So the struggle of the workers in south 
Korea in bygone days could not be conducted on a mass basis. The 
strusgle of the south Korean workers until recently could not get 
out of the confines of an economic struggle generally aimed at 
having the elementary right to living insured. But in recent years, 
as the ranks of the working class in south Korea increased to a 
certain extent and the bestial suppression and plundering plot of 
the Pak Chong-hui puppet gang became more vicious, the south Korean 
workers are more positively launching into the antifascist 
democratization struggle on a greater mass basis. 


At present, the south Korean workers, along with the economic struggle 
to get more pay or get deferred wages paid and to have elementary 
living conditions insured, are launching a political struggle, 
presenting demands such as repudiating kept labor unions and 
organizing genuine workers political organizations. 


The struggle of the workers of the Peace Market, Seoul, and of the 
workers of Tongil Textile Company, Inch'on, bespeaks this well. 


With Chon T'ae-il's suicide (?in indignation) as the turning point, 

the workers of the Peace Market, Seoul, laying down a “do or die 
declaration" to take back the right and freedom lost the year before, 
launched a resolute and persistent struggle. Stating in their 

“do or die declaration” that "We can no longer bear with it. We can 

no longer meekly submit to death. For our survival, let us fight, 

ready to die. We declare resistance of death, one man following another 
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in death, without taking one step backward until the genuine right of 
the workers is insured,” thev launched a very drastic struggle. 


The struggle of the workers of Tongil Textile Company in Inch‘on 
graphically bespeaks that the earnest desire of the south Korean workers 
to have genuine labor organizations championing their interests 

in repudication of the kept labor unions, is rising with each passing 
day. 


The workers of Tongil Textile Company, launching a resolute and 
persistent struggle in 1972, repudiated the reactionary kept labor 
union and formed afresh a labor union protecting their right and 
interest. Dismayed by this, the south Korean fascist gang viciously 
plotted to dissolve this labor union and form once again a kept labor 
union meekly obeying them. Thus a fierce struggle ensued between 
the female workers of the company trying to defend their labor union 
and the puppet gang bent on destroying it and forming a kept labor 
union. The workers, even in the face of human excreta hurled by 

the puppet police and hoodlums, indomitably launched the struggle to 
carry through their demands. 


Such struggle of the south Korean workers is being ceaselessly expanded 
to many industrial branches of south Korea. So it is no accident 

that even a foreign press dispatch commented: “Now, the question of 

the future of the Pak regime depends on how the question of human 
rights of the workers is resolved." 


As the advance of the south Korean workers is intensified, the 
movement of solidarity in support of their struggle is becoming more 
positive among the democratic forces. 


The south Korean people of all strata are launching the movement of 
solidarity, forming various organizations such as the "Conference 
to Cope with Workers Human Rights" and “Conference to Cope with 

the Tongil Textile Incident,” and in their own struggle, too, 

the workers are coming out, putting out front positive slogans 
reflecting the workers interests such as “Insure the Three Labor 
Rights!" and “Stop Suppression Against the Labor Movement!” 


The struggle of the south Korean workers is further expanding and 
developing amid the positive support and aid of broad people of all 
strata. 


The struggle of the workers of Y. H. Trading Company, Seoul, is a 
graphic example showing the resoluteness and persistence of the 
struggle of the south Korean workers. 


Last August the workers of the south Korean Y. H. Trading Company 
rose up against the unjust dismissal by the company, and staging 
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4 sit-in in the headquarters of the New Democratic Party, steadfastly 
launched the struggle to carry through their just demands. Now, the 
fascist ruling circles mobilized a police task force some 2,000 strong 

in the dead of the night to raid the New Democratic Party headquarters, 
and the police, wielding bayonets and nightsticks, and even using tear 
gas, arrested at random the workers, members of the New Democratic Party, 
and reporters, and even perpetrated the criminal act of mercilessly 
killing a female worker. 


In support of the just struggle of the workers, the New Democratic Party 
joined the struggle to stand siege, and personalities of the press 

such as members of the south Korean “Correspondents Club,” religious 
organizations, religious personalities, the youth and students 

joined the struggle of slidarity in support of their struggle. 


All facts bespeak that the south Korean working class is being more 
and more awakened and that even amid the fascist suppression of the 
puppet gang, their advance is becoming more popular and positive. 





The fact that the working class, the basic class of revolution, began 
rising up and that the movement of solidarity between them and 
democratic forces is being strengthened represents an important 
factor capable of further expanding and strengthening the antifascist 
democratization struggle in south Korea. 


The antifascist democratization struggle of the people being expanded 
and strengthened every day in south Korea is an inevitable product 
spawned by the “revitalization” fascist dictatorship of the 

Pak Chong-hui puppet gang. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


“In south Korea today the most despotic and infamous fascist rule 
unprecedented in history is maintained. Having established the fascist 
‘yusin system’ [revitalization system], the south Korean puppet clique 
bring into action various wicked fascist laws and the huge suppressive 
apparatus to mercilessly trample upon the fundamental rights of the 
popular masses and brutally repress the patriotic people and democrats 
who demard democracy and national reunification.”

The fascist rule of the south Korean puppet gang is without parallel 
in history in its tyranny and barbarity, viciousness and shamelessness. 


The south Korean ruling ¢ircles, accomplished as they are in suppressing 
the people, are enforcing the most vicious military fascist dictatorship 
by far surpassing the ruling method of successive fascist rulers of all 
ages and countries. 
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The south Korean puppet gang, since coming to power, enacted some 
5,000 fascist evil laws such as the “Anticommunist Law” and “National 
Security Law,” and after “revitalization” alone, m-king more evil by 
revision or enacting afresh no less than 3,500 evil laws, are 
mercilessly suppressing the people. 


What is more, organizing a vast fascist suppression apparatus, the 
south Korean puppet gang are suppressing the people. 


Today south Korea is covered with a network of intelligence and 
special agents such as the “Central Intelligence Agency,” “Security 
Command” of the puppet armed forces, military police, judiciary 
authorities, and police, and hundreds of thousands strong special 
agents are watching and controlling every move of the south Korean 
people. 


Thus south Korea has been transformed into the worst zone of human 
rights violation in the whorld where no traces of freedom and 
democracy can be found, and the south Korean people are living 

the life no better than that of the dead, subjected to subhuman 
treatment and contempt. 


The misfortune and suffering to which the south Korean people are being 
subjected are reaching a level where they could not become any worse.

oppressors. There is no one wanting to live repressed by others with 
his dignity and genuine freedom and right as a social being 

violated. To man, independent stand and attitude is life, and no 

one wants to tolerate his independent stand and attitude violated 

by others. That today the south Korean people struggle against 

the vicious fascist dictatorship of U.S. imperialism and its lackeys, 
too, is for living a free life, casting off exploitation and oppression. 


The antifascist democratization struggle of the south Korean people 
is a just struggle to seek the democratic development of society 
and the genuine dignity of social beings. 


It is the immutable law of the course of history that aggressors and 


oppressors fall and the masses of people win. Although the south 
Korean puppet gang are desperately trying to the death to sustain the 
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remaining days of their life, it will only serve to arouse even creater 
dissatisfaction and resistance of the people. 


The south Korean people, more dynamically launching the antifascist 
democratization struggle, must deal blow after strong blow to the 
fascist dictatorship of “revitalization.” Only through a ceaseless 
resolute struggle is it possible to overthrow the fascist dictatorship 
and win victory. 


At present the disintegration of fascist dictatorship is becoming a 
trend. In recent years alone, the fascist: dictatorship ‘n Span and 
Portugal fell, and the dictatorship regimes long in po  -— in Iran 
and Nicaragua came to an end by the struggle of the pecple. It is 
the law of nature that inevitably the people bring the reckoning to 
the dictators to pay for their crime of vicious suppression against 
the people. 


Reality shows that fascist dictators divorced from the people cannot 
last long and that no one can save their miserable fate. 


By the resolute and persistent struggle of the south Korean people 
the south Korean fascist dictatorship regime sha!l inevitably fall.

But this is callous, wicked sophistry. The U.S. imperialists, the 
mastermind of aggression and war, are absolutely incapable of wishing 
genuine peace. The U.S. imperialist “peace” slogan is hypocritical, 
and behind the outcry of the scoundrels for “peace’* is hidden their 
heinous aggression ambition. 


Precisely in the plausible guise of “peace,” the U.S. imperialists 

are trying to appease the anti-imperialist, anti-U.S. struggle of 

the people, turn the world opinion favorable to them, and more cunningly 
perpetrate their machinations of aggression and war behind the guise. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


"It is in the scheme of things that the more the imperialists are 
driven into predicament, the more viciously they perpetrate the 
machination of aggression and war in the guise of ‘peace,* persistently 
clinging to the ‘two-sided tactics’ of wielding an olive branch held 

in on2 hand and the bayonet in the other." (Booklet "The United 
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Struggle of the Revolutionary Peoples of Asia Against U.S. Imperialism 
Shall Inevitably Tr umph,” p 12) 


Aggression 1nd war is the inherent nature of imperialism. Just as 

wolf's bestial nature cannot change, the aggressive nature of imperialism 
absolutely cannot change. As lag as imperialism remains, so will 

its aggressive nature. What will happen is only this: The more difficult 
the plight of the imperialists becomes, the more cunning and vicious a 
form their aggressive and bestial nature will assume. 


To dare pursue a policy of aggression and war, wearing the plausible 
mask of “peace” with a smile of “friendship” is the customary technique 
of aggression the imperialists employ every time they are driven into 
predicament. 


Historical facts show that every time the imperialists rave about 
“peace,” a heinous plot of war is hatched behind the ecreen and that 
everywhere the imperialists wearing the mask of “the protector of 
peace” set foot, the flames of war of aggression soar and bloody 
massacre and plunder are perpetrated. 


No matter in what guise the imperialists may appear, the objective 
of aggression sought by the scoundrels can never change. 


The “peace” slogan of the imperialists is nothing more than a camouflaged 
war siogan. 


At present the U.S. imperialists cry for “peace” more than at any time. 


This is a link in the cunning two-sided tactics, a link stemming from 
the inner thoughts of the U.S. imperialists, who are internally and 
externally confronted with a serious politicneconomic crisis, to 

get out from under the crisis, abusing the aupization of the people 
aiming for peace and the contemporary currents, and to retrieve 

by hook or by crook the defeat suffered by their policy of “strength.” 





Carter, the present U.S. President, is a sly practitioner of 
two-sided-ism, a shameless swinuler whose outside and inside are different, 
whose words and actions are different, more than any scoundrel among 

the successive heads of U.S. imperialism. 





In order to cover up his own aggressive id. rtity and divert the eyes 
and ears of the world, Carter is putting up an outcry of “peace” and 
behind the screen, is continuing to blatantly pursue the brigandish 
policy of aggression on the other hand. 


This is graphically seen in that the U.S. imperialists, pursuing 
the unchanged objective of placing the whole world under their 
enslavement, are going berserk in making preparations fur another 
war of aggression. 
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The U.S. imperialists, unhesi.vatingiy mouthing tat the U.S. military 
forces are the “main force” ‘or insuring the so-called “security and 
saiety” of the world, are intensifying their machinations more than 
at any time t~ increase t tir armament on a grand scale and enhance 
their “strategic capabilities” everywhere in the world. 


Carter pledged at the time he took office, talking about “peace” ani 
“easing tensions,” that he would cut the U.S. military expeniiture by 
$5-37 billion. Wut, diametrically opposed to this, a maneuvering for 
armament increase on a scale unprecedented in history is currently 
under way in the United States. 


The U.S. military budget rapidly increased to $128.9 billion for 
fiscal 1979 from $113 billion for fiscal 1977. This is a war budget, 
the biggest ever in U.S. history. 


U.S. imperialism, which is going berserk in making war preparations, 
is currently pouring huge sums of money into developing the latest 
mass murder weapons such as cruising missiles, “Trident” submarines, 
and "Mx" intercontinental ballistic missiles. 


It goes without saying that such large-scale armament race and weapons 
development of U.S. imperialism is being subordinated to pursuing 
precisely its policy of “strength” for aggression against the world. 


In the U.S. imperialist policy of aggression againsi the world, 
Korea is becoming one of the most important targets. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


"U.S. imperialism i+ trying, with south Korea as its military strategic 
strongpoint, to co mit aggression against the whole of “orea and

The U.S. imperialists. *; provoking another war with a tight grip on 
south Korea as their last strongpoint for preventing their final defeat 
in Asia, are trying to realize their ambition of aggression against 
the whole of Korea and Asia and ultimately the whole world. Precisely 
with such heinous plot the U.S. imperialists are viciously perpetrating 
their machinations of aggression and war in south Korea. 


As everyone knows, Carv.er took the office of the President, making 
a “public pledge” that he would withdraw nuclear weapons and U.S. troops 
from south Korea in a short period of time. 


But, »%fter wearing the hat of the President, contrary to his earlier 


“public pledge,” Carter put up this or that excuse, stating that the 
withdrawal of U.S. armed forces would be “limited to the ground troops,” 
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that even this withdrawal would be effected in gradual phases, that the 
nuclear weapons, ton, “would not be withdrawn at once.” Then, some time 
ago, crawlinc into south Korea, he made the nonsensical utterance that 
“strength” is “peace,” and going on to blatantly declare that the “safety” 
of south Korea would be insured by “the U.S. nuclear umbrella,” tiat 

for “peace and security,” his aggressive troops would not be withdrawn, 

he completely chanced his “withdrawal pledge” into “withdrawal freeze.” 


This bespeaks that although the U.S. imperialists had come up with 

the issue of “troop withdrawal” from south Korea, urable to withstand 
the pressure of the general trend and public opinion, it was a cunning 
stratagem from the beginning to cover up their objective of aggression 
and deceive thc people, that it was a smoke screen behind which tc even 
more viciously pursue their policy of aggression against Korea. 


The U.S. imperialists, as a matter of fact in the guise of “troop 
withdrawal,” have been increasing armed forces in south Korea, 
gc. .g berserk in hastening preparations for another war of aggression. 


In recent years, U.S. imperialism above all has strengthenec its aed 
forces in south Korea and has brought considerable troups into the 
vicinity of south Korea. The soundrels frenziedly payed the gime of 
bringing their air force units and their latest fighter planes into 

south Korea and further reinforcing their naval bases, and are maneuveing 
to bring in still more ground weapons such as tanks of a new type. 

The scoundrels have greatly increased their land, sea, and air forces 

at their military bases in the vicinity of Korea, such as Okinawa, 
ordering them to stand ready to move into Korea at once as a “mobile 
strikina force” in time of need. 





U.S. imperialism, gi: ving huge sums of military "aid" to the south 
Korean puppet gang and turning over modern weapons to them, is also 
enhancing south Korea's war potential in every possible way. U.S. 
imperialism decided to turn over to the south Korean puppet armed 
forces weapons and combat materials worth $800 million out of the 
equipment of the U.S. imperialist aggressive troops occupying south 
Korea, and is giving the south Korean puppets modern murder weapons 
such as missiles, fighter planes, warships, and tanks. 


Meanwhile, in order to “command,” with a unified grip, the military 
operations of the large-scale U.S. imperialist aggressive armed forces 
which will be thrown into the Korean front “in time of need” and the 
puppet armed forces in the field, U.S. imperialism has formed so-called 
"ROK-U.S. Joint Commard,” ard is even more intensifying its war 
exercise racket in south Korea. 


This is well shown by the racket of warious kinds of war exercises 
frequently conducted in south Korea recently, such as the “ROK-U.S. 
joint operations training” called “Team Spirit ‘'79," the largest one 
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ever which was conducted last March and into wh.ch the U.S. i *perialists 
mobilized 170,000 aggressive troops. 


U.S. imperialism is also frequently holding discussions with Japan's 
reactionaries and the leading scoundrels of the south Korean puppets 

in order to push in .eal earnest for “military unification” between 

the United States, Japan, and the south Korean puppets. By so doing 
U.S. imperialism is attempting to maintain and strengthen its aggressive 
armed forces in south Korea and in the region of Asia and to further 
strengthen the military collusion between the United States, Japan, 

and the south Korean puppets. 


On account of the daily growing blatant machinations of U.S. imperialism 
to increase armed forces and prepare for war, 1 state of acute tension 

is being created .n our country across the military demarcation line, 

and the peace and security of Korea anc Asia are being gravely threatened. 


As long as the U.S. imperialist policy of aggression and war against 
Korea is being strengthuned, the danger of war in the Korean peninsula 
cannot be dissolved noc can the root cause of another wer in Asia be 
eliminated. 


All facts prove that although the U.S. imperialist «4 °° raying lip 
service as if they are concerned for “peace” in Korea, actually they 
are taking the stand of “strength” to the contrary and are racing 
along the road to war. 


U.S. imperialism under the plausible “peace” slogan is ceaselessly, 
vi dousily perpetrating its machinations of aggression and war in many 
regions of the world. 


The policy of 4« ression U.S. imperialism is pursuing in the major 
strategic regions of the world shows this well. 


At present the U.S. imperialists are viciously extending their 
tentacles of aggression to the Indian Ocean and the Mideast region. 


Dismayed by the victorious revolution in Afganistan and Iran and by 
the collapse of CENTO, U.S. imperialism is hatching a heinous plot 
to further strengthen its military bases in the coastal areas of the 
Indian Ocean and the Mideast region and grasp new zones of strategic 
importance in the regions. 


Offering billions of dollars in military "aid" to Israel, on the one 
hand, and rallying a number of countries in the Middle Eart, enticing 
them with military “aid” as a bait, the U.S. imperialists are cunningly 
maneuvering to pave a new military aggression base in this region. 


In particular, U.S. imperialism is continuing to increase its naval 
forces in the Persian Gulf region and, in order to rub out the 
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revolutionary struggle of the people in this region for anti-imperialist 
sovereignty, is even formulating a "special plan" to form a so-called 
110,000 strong “rapid deployment force." At present U.S. imeprialism 
is blatantly mouthing that for its interests in this region, it will 
not hesitate to use armed force. Thus in the coal areas of the Indian 
Ocean and in the Mideast region, a state of military tension is being 
created and the peace in this region is being threatened. 


U.S. imperialism is going berserk in increasing and modernizing the 
NATO's aggressive armed forces in Europe, and is desperately trying to 
maintain and strengthen the disintegrating NATO. 


Thus U.S. imperialism is frenziedly hastening preparations for a war 

of aggression, such as turning many areas of the world into its own zones 
of military occupation; with them as strongpoint, further increasing 

its aggressive armed forces; establishing new “strategic systems" in the 
major regions of strategic importance; supplying even more weapons 

to its puppets. 


The U.S imperialist machinations of aggression and war being perpetrated 
in Korea and everywhere in the world clearly show that indeed the 

U.S. imperialists are the destroyer, not the protector, of peace and 
the mastermind of aggression and war, and are the common enemy of the 
Korean people and world peoples.

"The imperialists headed by the U.S. imperialists outwardly advocate 
‘independence’ and ‘freedom’ for the people but actually, they are 
making frantic efforts to maintain their colonial rule in a more 
cunning, wicked, treacherous way, and are foolishly attempting to 
catch the people of the newly independent countries once again in the

To rule and control many countries of the world, to have a free hand 
in all international questions is the unchanging ambition of U.S.

After tiking the office of the U.S. President, Carter said that the 
United States "will not become the world police” and no more “wishes 


to rule other countries nor to order them around."

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Intensifying their intervention in the internal affairs of, and their 
sabotage activities against, many countries of the world such as the 
socialist countries, the U.S. imperialists are viciously maneuvering to 
violate the sovereignty of the people, threaten their independence, and 
rub out their gains of the revolution. 


Above all hanging out front the signboards of "friendship" and 
"cooperation" and hiding behind them, U.S. imperialism is still 
violating and rubbing out by violence the independent stand and 
attitude of other countries, other nations, and is suppressing with 
the bayonet the revolutionary advance of the people for national 
independence and social progress. 


The U.S. imperialist military bases established in many places of the 
world are strongpoints for aggression and war and at the same time, 

are outposts for blocking the struggle for anti-imperialist sovereignty 
of the peoples in the areas concerned. 


Strengthening its colonial rule in south Korea by military force 
more than in any other place, U.S. imperialism is inflicting untold 
misfortunes and sufferings on the south Korean people, trampling on 
our national sovereign rights. 


U.S. imperialism, which has occupied south Korea taking the place of 
Japanese imperialism following liberation, is suppressing with the 
bayonet south Korea's patriotic forces and people aiming for national 
sovereign rights and independent development, and is strengthening 

its colonial fascist rule, putting out front the puppet regime fabricated 
by its military force. 


U.S. imperialism maintains its colonial rule in south Korea, taking 
all powers into its own hands, and in order to continue its policy of 
war against the northern half of the republic, is driving its puppets 
into committing bestial suppression against the people. 


U.S. imperialism, making the south Korean puppet gang write fascist 

evil laws in droves, has tied the south Korean people with colonial 
shackles and has deprived them of even the elementary human rights to 
see, hear, and speak. Again, creating in south Korea a vast suppression 
apparatus such as the south Korean "Central Intelligence Agency" 
manipulated by the “south Korea branch" of the infamous U.S. Central 
Intelligence Agency, and police and judiciary authorities, the soundrels 
arrest and imprison at random south Korean patriots, democratic 
personalities, and people, meting out ruthless punishments to them. 


Standing in the way of the unaimous aim and demanc of the Korean people 
for the realization of an independent and peaceful reunification of the 
fatherland, U.S. imperialism is maneuvering to perpetuate the division 
of our country, criminally creating “two Koreas" and to co..+inue its 
colonial rule in south Korea. 
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In order to create “two Koreas," the U.S. imeprialists are aiding and 
abetting their puppets to bestially suppress the struggle of the people 

for fatherland reunification, in south Korea, and in the international 
arena, are resorting to all kinds of techniques to have the south Korean 
puppet regime recognized as “state” and to have “two Koreas” internationally 
legitimized. 


The colonial policy being pursued by U.S. imeprialism sitting astride a 
one-half land of our country is a most vicious criminal act to rub out 
the sovereign rights of ovr nation and is a grave act of challenge 
against world peoples wishing the reunifiction of Korea. 


This bespeaks that the brigandish technique of U.S. imperialism who, 
in the guise of “peace,” robs other countries of their territories, 

suppresses the people, and acts as it pleases, remains unchanged as 

ever. 


Again, having deeply extended its tentacles of agg.°ession into Asia, 
Africa, and Latin America, advocating “cooperation and “exchange,” 

U.S. imperialism is ceaselessly perpetrating intervention in the internal 
affairs of, and sak.tage machinations against, the countries in these 
regions. 


The U.S. imperialists, through numerous covert intelligence apparatus 
such as the infamous U.S. Central Intelligence Agency, are viciously 
perpetrating everywhere in the world activities of sabotage and subversion 
such as the assassination of key government personnel, plot to overthrow 
governments, internal disturbances, raiding of political parties and 
social organizations, terrorism against individual politic»ysocial 
activists. With vicious overthrow activities, the scoundrels create 
pro-U.S. puppet regimes in a number of countries and through them, 

have everything at their beck and call but once they become useless, 
unhesitatingly hatch an overthrow plot and replace them with new puppets. 


The overthrow plots, murders, and sabotage machinations which are 
ceaselessly occurring today in the regions of Asia, Africa, and Latin 
America, have all been contrived directly by U.S. imperialism or 
being perpetrated by the manipulation of the scoundrels behind the 
stage.
